IwEEKS BROTHERS. SUCCESS¬ 
FUL RANCHERS 

Lute in Auguflt. 1902, my brother 
Will and I decided if we continued 
in (lie cattle business we'would bavge 
to yejk greener pastures. 

(fur ranges were overstocked, loss- 
Ou were heavy cveiy winter and hay 
wap out of th question. Wc had 
atok-k on the Henry Mountains and 
thJ Moulder Mountains and the des- 
ei ts between in Southern Utah . - 
Roaming bands of sheep left dusty 
1 rails on the desert and trimmed the 
voge atlon In to the ground on lie 
mountain ranges. To remain in the 
B.ock business after experiencing 
thin picture year after year we knew 
hoinethlng would have to be done, 
and that immediately. Where will 
we go and when shall we move wan 
ihe question. We had talked of Or¬ 
egon as well as Canada. We decided 
alter an hour consultatfdn. as we sat 
on our worn out saddle horses on 
•top of Boulder mountain, 12,000 ft. 
above sea level, surrounded by a half 
dozen bands of sheep, iTiat we would 
head lor Salt Lake City itcxt day 
and discuss with men who knew Or¬ 
egon as we’l as Canada as n place to 
go and establish a ranching business.

Canada add the cold rains that kill 
the cattle in the Hpriug?" He con¬ 
tinued "I am losing thousands of 
dollars in Canada every year. Now 
understand me boys, I rim Rising alt 
his money by not having enough 
•ntt'c to eat the grass going to 
waste up there. Yes, if I wanted to 
go into the cattle biisfucss and had 
old row with but three good legs 
to Canada", he said, 
a church member 
that was somewhat familiar with 
both countries. Canada and Oregon 
Wo called on Joseph W. McNurrin. 
His advice was "If you wan a good 
mild climate to live in ’where you 
grow fruit in abundance and pro¬ 
bably could ranch in a small way, 
go to Oregon but if you want lots 
If room on a rich fertile prairie, cov¬ 
ered with an abundance of grass, go 
to Canada.

We were fitted out at 
the ranch with two good saddle 
horses and a guide to ride down the 
Milk River ridge, through the Mr- 
that'4 Intyre ranch, on in to the ridge 
country known as the apron, then 
mck south into the country n .

So impressed 
with the count y and to its possibil¬ 
ities as a ranching country we rush¬ 
ed back home fully determined to 
gather a shipment of cattle that fall 
and move them to Canada. By the 
lirs of November we had selected 
from the desert and the mountain 
ranges about 500 head of our strong¬ 
est cattle and headed north. My 
brother Will was not able to make the 
trip back to Canada that falPbecause 
of domestic duties at home but my 
brother Archie, four years younge 
than myself put on his red flannels 

and said he would try one winter in 


Canada. j 

Uncle George Forsyth caught the 
Canadian spirit and wanted to know 
if he could so along with us and 
take about 45 cattle, 4 woik horses 
and his saddle horse. He presented 
a dignified and distinguished team¬ 
ster perched high upon the lead wag¬ 
on drving four big horses, wearing 
a U.S. officers uniform and wearing 
an Ivor y handled 45 pistol strapped 
to his hip, ready for any emergency. 
We had along with us Vern Symon 
and Leo Ballard of our town who 
were anxious to see the coountry we 
had spoke of so well. 

The trip was almost uneventful 
until we reached Cut Bank In North 
Montana, our destination. Arriving 


there 12 o’clock at night, the Gre.i 
Northern railroad demanded 
in cash for their end of ,he hath 
from southern Utah before the c..U 
le could be unloaded. We were hun¬ 
gry, tired, cold and disappointed. We 
had no currency, so the stock was 
held on the train cals until 11 o’ 
clock next day. In a compromise 1 
gave our check for $1200. When 
morning came a wire was sent to 
-Salt Lake City concerning this che- 
hue. The word came back OK so we 
proceeded to unload the ears and 
set our wagons together. We worked 
hard and fast to get over on the

About 
ten o’clock at night the prospects 
were ioiking pretty brfgut. I remark¬ 
ed to the “Little Woman**, “If Tru¬ 
man wins I will take a drink".

I 
took it and slept soundly—victory 
came with the morning. My wife may 
have been right again—she often is. 

The victory of Truman will be a 
mystery in American politics for 
many years.

"What" they said, "are you going to 
haul a cow- that cant stand up al 
the way lo Canda." "Yes”, my broth 
er said, "Hilly McIntyre of Salt Lake 
who has a big ranch in Canada says 
if you want to go into the cattle 
business, and have a cow with three 
good legs ship her to Canada, so w'e 
are not destroying her but will haul 
her through" "Oh, lls too co’d up 
there, she will never survive the hard 
winter", they said. She did survive 
and brought us severaf head of catt¬ 
le after a 70 mile trip in a trail 
wagon, loaded and unloaded several 
times.

The extermination of rats Is com¬ 
plicated by the fajnt that most of the 
suitable poison baits used in heir 
destruction are also injurious to oth¬ 
er nnmals and to humans. 

If reasonable precautions are observ¬ 
ed however, poison baits can be us¬ 
ed to good effect. 

One of the best methods of avoid¬ 
ing damage from rats Is to make 
buildings rat-proof. Concrete Is one 
of the best mateiials as foundations 
and around spaces where drains and 
other pipes lead out of u building. 
Doors should be bound ul tlieir base 
with sheet metul, and ventilators 
rind basement windows should bfl cov 
efed with wire-netting. 

Traps are effective if there are 
lot many rats and ir in a house 
.here the use ol poison bait was un 
leslreable. It is good plun (o cover 
the traps with a piece of cheesecloth 
or scatter sawdust around as this 

iclps io make them less obvious.
